He could put inspiration in the 
hearts and brains of his pupils to do greater 
things upon this earth. The schoolroom was 
the gateway to the correcting of evils. It was 
the gateway to inspire the nation’s succeeding 
generations to greater and more beautiful 
living with each other; to happiness, to 
health, to brotherhood, to everything!

His is the fifth of the lists of doctors’ disser- 
, pede under way in education which have ap- 

red in THE PH! DELTA KaPPAN. Earlier lists 
prepared by Carter V. Good appeared in School 
and Society. After twenty years of preparing these 
lists Carter V. Good, of the Teachers College, Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, withdrew from the task this 
year and asked the present compiler to undertake 
the preparation of the list. 

Only new dissertation problems not included in 
earlier lists are listed in the present compilation. 
Many of those earlier reported are still under way. 
The person desiring to check his proposed prob- 
lem against problems already under way should 
consult at least three preceding reports. 

For the first time the list is classified. This is 
in response to requests for classifications of the 
list, which each year has grown longer so that the 
alphabetical listing has become unwieldy. Though 
the classification is faulty, it may be of advantage 
to some students. 

In classifying, we found that nearly every title 
would with reason go into at least five of the 
categories set up. Knowing nothing about the 
studies except the words of the title, the writer 
arbitrarily assigned each title to one classification, 
usually on a guess as to where the greatest number 
of people interested in it would most likely find it. 
Haste required to meet the magazine schedule to 
get the list to you promptly prevents checking con- 
sistency and the limited budget for printing pre- 
vents cross-references. The policy of classification 
will be reviewed before another list is made. Any- 
one who cares to register an opinion for or against 
such classification will be heard with interest.

Under each classification, the titles are arranged 
alphabetically according to the name of the stu- 
dent. In each entry comes the name of the student, 
the title of the thesis, the institution sponsoring 
the study, and in most cases the name of the major 
advisor or members of the advisory committee.

No distinction is made in this report between 
problems for the Ph.D. and the Ed.D. No distinc- 
tion is made between the “dissertations” and the 
“field studies” required as a condition for the doc- 
torate in some institutions. 

Information is available concerning completed 
doctors’ dissertations through the annual volume, 
“Doctoral Dissertations Accepted by American 
Universities,” published by the H. W. Wilson 
Co., 950 University Avenue, New York 52, New 
York. ($3.50.) The schedule for this publication 
calls for a canvass about now of the universities 
for titles of the dissertations accepted in the cal- 
endar year 1950, and publication of the book by 
the midyear. 

Many masters’ thesis in education would be of 
great interest if known. Prior to World War II, the 
U. S. Office of Education published annually an 
annotated list of completed masters’ and doctors’ 
thesis in education. All concerned with research 
in education hope to see this service resumed by 
the U. S. Office of Education.
